Whereas the draft of the Karnataka State Factories Seif Certification Scheme - 2016 was pubiished in Notification No: LD 04 
KABANi 2015, dated 25/01/2017 in part IVA of the Karnataka Gazette No: 144 dated 04/02/2017 inviting objections and suggestions 
from ali the persons iikely to be affected thereby within 45 days from the date of its pubiication in the Officiai Gazette. The said Gazette 
was made avaiiable to the pubiic on 04/02/2017. 

And whereas, no suggestions or objections have been received on the said draft by the State Government. 

Now, therefore Government of Karnataka hereby notifies the foilowing scheme namely:- 

1. Commencement of the Scheme:- 

(a) The scheme shali be caiied the Karnataka State Factories Seif Certification Scheme-2016. 

(b) it shali come into force from the date of its notification in the Officiai Gazette. 

2. Definitions:- 

in this Scheme, uniess the context otherwise requires, 

a) "Scheme” means the Karnataka State Factories Seif Certification Scheme 2016. 

b) “Application Form" means the Form in which Occupier submits his intention of entry into this Scheme as prescribed in 
Form-1. 

c) “Non Hazardous Factories” means the factories not inciuded under Section 2 (cb) of the Factories Act, 1948 

d) “Occupier” means persons defined under Section 2(n) of the Factories Act, 1948 

e) “Notified Authority” means authorities notified under Section 8 of the Factories Act, 1948. 

f) “Self Certification” means, a certificate submitted by the employer/entrepreneur to the notified authority, who opts to 
register his/her Factory under this scheme to the effect that his/her Factory is in full compliance with the statutory 
requirements under applicable enactments included in this Scheme as prescribed in Form-11. 
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g) “Workers” means worker defined under Section 2(1) of the Factories Act, 1948. 

h) Registering Authority” shail mean Chief inspector of Factories or Authorities appointed by him. 

3. Object of the Scheme:- The object of the Karnataka State Seif Certification Scheme 2016 is to soiicit voluntary compliance from 
the Occupier and to reduce multiple inspections by the enforcement authorities notwithstanding any relaxation in the service 
conditions, safety, health and welfare of the workers. 

4. Applicability of the Scheme:- This Scheme is applicable to the Non Hazardous Factories employing less than 100 workers to 
which the following enactments are applicable; 

(1) The Factories Act-1948 and Rules their under 

(2) The Payment of Wages Act, 1936 and Rules their under 

(3) The Maternity Benefits Act, 1961 and Rules their under 

(4) The Karnataka Industries (Fecilitation) Act,2002 

5 Accountability under the Scheme:- This Scheme is optional and any Occupier of the Factories to which this scheme is 

applicable may opt for certification under this Scheme by applying to the Notified Authority in the prescribed format along with 
details in Form-1 and a self-declaration in Form-ll. 

Provided that this Scheme shall be applicable to an Occupier only after obtaining Karnataka Labour Identification Number 
from the appropriate authority. 

6. Mode of Registration and Approval:- The Occupier of the factory shall submit an application under Form -I, II and III to the 
Notified Authority. 

(1) Any discrepancy shall be communicated to the applicant within 15 days from date of receipt of the application by the Notified 
Authority. 

(2) The Registering Authority shall issue a certificate under Form-V within 15 days from the date of submission of a complete 
application by the Occupier. 

7. Validity of Scheme: - (1) Information provided in the prescribed formats and declaration shall be true and correct as on the date of 
filing the application. The Self-Certified declaration and affidavit shall be in accordance with laws specified in the Scheme and shall 
be valid for a period of 5 years. 

(2) The Occupier shall have an option to renew or withdraw from the Scheme upon completion of the stipulated 5 years. This 
option must be exercised in writing to the Notified Authority. 


8. Registration Fee and Amount of Security to be deposited: - Subject to the provisions of this Act, the Occupier of any Factory 
may opt to enroll for the Scheme by remitting registration and security deposit provided as under :-

In case of increase in number of workers/employees after being enrolled for the said Scheme, the Occupier shall remit the 
remaining applicable amount of security deposit and registration fee within one month of such increase. 


8(A) Payment of Security Deposits & Registration Fees:- 

1) The Security Deposit under this scheme shall be paid to Head of Account 8443-00-103-0-00 through e-payment. 

2) The Registration Fees under this scheme shall be paid to Head of Account 0230-00-101-0-05 through e-payment. 

9. Forfeiture of Security Deposit: (1) Any Occupier who fails to comply with the terms and conditions of the Scheme or fails to abide 
by affidavit submitted or violates any provision of law, then the amount of security so deposited shall deemed to be forfeited. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything mentioned in clause (1) in case of any violation of law the Occupier shall be deemed guilty in 
accordance to the provisions of Section 92 of the Factories Act, 1948. 

However, there shall be no bar to the return of Occupier under the Scheme after compliance under applicable laws under the 
scheme subject to the satisfaction of the Notified Authority. 

(2) Any Occupier who withdraws from the Scheme before the expiry of 5 years, shall be refunded on annual prorate basis on the 
amount of security so deposited. 

10. Annual Returns:- The Occupier of factory shall file annual returns in Form-IV to the Notified Authority on or before January 31^* of 
the year preceding the year to which the return relates. 
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11. Responsibilities of Notified Authority: - Notified authority shali maintain a register containing ali the information of the Factory 
covered under the scheme inciuding amendments made from time to time. 

12. Procedure of Inspection under the Scheme: - All the Factories enrolled under this Scheme, shall not be inspected more than 
once in a year. In any year, not more than 30% of the units covered under the Scheme or the percentage specified as and when 
notified in the official Gazette shall be inspected arbitrarily and without notice notwithstanding specific written complaints by the 
workers, investigation of accidents and occupational disease even if it is inspected in said year and training/awareness 
programmes with the consent of Occupier or Manager. 

13. Applicability of prevailing laws:- The Factories not subject to this Scheme shall be subjected to the procedures prescribed under 
the prevailing labour laws. 

14. Transparency and Accountability: The Occupier, who has obtained registration under this Scheme shall maintain all Records, 
Registers and other information up-to-date as required under the applicable laws either in soft copy or hard copy at the work-spot/ 
unit office. Whenever Department authorities require records/ registers/information of the Factory, under the provisions of all 
applicable laws, then the Occupier is duty-bound to produce the same to the concerned authority, as required by the Authorities. 

15. Display of Compliance Information:- The Occupier shall display the terms and conditions of this Scheme as well as the status of 
compliance in a conspicuous place and in the language familiar to the employees. The Occupier shall also declare that affiliation to 
the Karnataka State Self Certification Scheme-2016, on their website, if available. 

Removal of Difficulties:- In case, there are any difficulties in implementation of this Scheme, the decision of the Director of 
Factories, Boilers, Industrial Safety and Flealth in Karnataka, on the specific issue, shall be final and binding on the concerned 
parties.

Whereas the draft of the following rules was published as required by clause (a) of sub-section (2) of Section 3 read with 
Section 8 of the Karnataka State Civil Services Act, 1978 (Karnataka Act 14 of 1990) In Notification No. RDP 205 Se.Shi.Ka.2015, 
dated 03.03.2017 in Part IV-A in the Karnataka Gazette Extra-ordinary No.226 dated 4“' March, 2017 inviting objections and 
suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby within fifteen days from the date of Its publication in the Official Gazette. 
Whereas the said Gazette was made available to the public on 4*^ March 2017. 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received have been considered. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 3 read with Section 8 of the Karnataka State 
Civil Services Act, 1978 (Karnataka Act 14 of 1990), the Government of Karnataka hereby makes the following rules, namely :- 

RULES 

1. Title and commencement:- (1) These rules may be called the Karnataka Panchayat Raj Engineering Services (Absorption 
of the Staff of erstwhile DRDS, TDB and Zilla Parishads Employees) (Special) Rules, 2016. 

(2) They shall come Into force from the date of their final publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions,- In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires:- 

(a) “Staff of erstwhile Ex-DRDS, TDB and Zllla Parishads” means the employees who were appointed by erstwhile DRDS, TDB 
and Zllla Parishads and continued In Zilla Parishads Services before the commencement of Karnataka Panchayat Raj Act, 
1993 and continue to be In Panchayat Raj Service on the date of commencement of these rules, as per the order No. RDP 
83 PBV 88, dated: 28.10.1988; 

(b) “Schedule” means schedule appended to these rules; 

3. Absorption of staff of the erstwhile Ex-DRDS, TDB and Zilla Parishads employees in the Karnataka Panchayat Raj 
Engineering Services,- Notwithstanding anything contained in the “Karnataka Panchayat Raj Engineering Services (Cadre and 
Recruitment) Rules, 2008, or any other rules made or deemed to have been made under the provisions of the Karnataka Panchayat Raj 
Act, 1993 (Karnataka Act No.14 of 1993) or the Karnataka State Civil Services Acts, 1978, the staff of the erstwhile DRDS, TDB and 
Zilla Parishads holding a category of post specified in column (4) of the Schedule and continued to be in service on the commencement 
of these rules shall be absorbed in the Karnataka Panchayat Raj Engineering Service with immediate effect in the corresponding 
category of posts and Scale of Pay specified in column (6) thereof; 

Provided that, the staff of the erstwhile DRDS, TDB and Zilla Parishad Employees who were in service on the date of 
commencement of Panchayat Raj Act, 1993 but retired or died before the commencement of these rule, shall also be deemed to have 
absorbed and be entitled for all such benefits which they are entitled to till the date of the retirement or death; 

Provided further that, no person shall be absorbed under this rule unless he / she possess the qualification prescribed for the 
post under the rules of recruitment. 

4. Leave, Seniority, pay and pension of the person absorbed,- (1) The services rendered in the erstwhile DRDS, TDB and 
Zilla Parishads, by the persons absorbed under these rules shall, notwithstanding anything contained in any other rules, count for the 
purpose of pay, pension, leave and seniority subject to remittance of pension contribution to the Government as per KCSRs. 

(2) The pay of the person absorbed under these rules shall be fixed at the appropriate stage in the scale of pay of corresponding 
post in which he /she is absorbed. 

(3) No posts shall be created for absorption of these staffs. 

5. Application of other rules,- The provision contained in the Karnataka Civil Service Rules, the Karnataka Civil Service 
(Conduct) Rules, 1966 and all other rules regulating the condition of services of Government servants made or deemed to have been 
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made under the provisions of Karnataka State Civil Services Act, 1978 (Karnataka Act 14 of 1990), which are applicabie to other 
Government servants shali, in so far as they are not inconsistent with the provisions of these rules, be appiicable to persons absorbed 
under these ruies.

4. Notification of Vacancies.- The Appointing Authority shall notify the vacancies of the posts of Assistant Engineer and 
Junior Engineer in the Department of Water Resources, to be filled under these rules, to the Selection Authority. 

5. Method of Recruitment.- (1) The Selection Authority shall, after taking into consideration the vacancies to be filled up 
under these rules, advertise the vacancies in the Official Gazette specifying the conditions of eligibility, nature of selection, number of 
vacancies to be filled and classification in accordance with reservation of posts provided by or under any law or any order for the time 
being in force, invite applications from the intending candidates. The Abstract of such advertisement shall also be published in three 
daily Kannada and English newspapers having wide circulation in the State. 

(2) Competitive Examination:- (1) In respect of Group B Technical posts and Group C Technical posts, the selection authority 
shall conduct a competitive examination in the following manner, namely:- 

(a) The examination shall be in the form of objective multiple choice consisting of two written papers carrying 200 marks, 
each. There shall be negative marking and 0.25 marks shall be deducted for every wrong answer. 

(b) The papers shall be set in both Kannada and English. 

(i) Paper-1 General Paper Covering General Knowledge topics relating to Current Events, General 
Science, Indian History, Indian Geography, Social Sciences, General Mental Ability, matters of every 
day observation and practical knowledge as may be expected of a person who has passed the 
prescribed qualifying examination. 

(i) Paper- II Specific paper The content of this paper shall be determined by the Selection Authority 
keeping in view the nature of the job for which the selection is being made and the qualifying 
examination in consultation with the Head of the field department or the Appointing Authority concerned. 

(3) The Selection Authority shall prepare a final selection list of candidates eligible for appointment on the basis of merit 
determined on the basis of total percentage of marks secured in the Competitive examination and taking into consideration the 
reservation posts (Vertical and Horizontal) provided by or under any Law or Crder for the time being in force. There shall be no Interview 
and no weightage shall be given. 

(4) If two or more candidates secure equal marks in the competitive examination, the order of merit of such candidates shall be 
fixed on the basis of their age, the person older in age being placed higher in the order of the merit. 


(5) The number of candidates to be selected under sub-rule (3), shall be equal to the number of vacancies notified. 
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(6) The iist of candidates selected by the Selection Authority and assigned to the Appointing Authority shall be valid till all the 
notified vacancies are filled or till the completion of one year from the date of publication of the selected list whichever is earlier. 

(7) The Selection Authority shall also prepare an additional list of such of the candidates not included in the main list prepared 
under sub-rule (3). The number of candidates to be included in the additional list shall be as far as possible fifty percent of the number 
of candidates in each of the reservation categories (horizontal and vertical) in the list under sub-rule (3). There shall be at least one 
candidate in the additional list belonging to each of the reservation categories (horizontal and vertical) represented in the list under 
sub-rule(3). If a candidate whose name is included in the list under sub-rule (3), fails to report for duty within the prescribed period, to 
that extent a candidate belonging to the same reservation category as that of the candidate who failed to report for duty shall be 
appointed from the additional list. The same shall be in force for a period of one and a half years from the date of its publication. 

(8) The lists so prepared under sub-rules (3) and (7) shall be published in the official Gazette and also on the notice board of 
the office of the Selection Authority. 

6. Appointment of candidates.- (1) Candidates whose names are included in the selection list prepared may be appointed 
by the appointing authority in the vacancies in the order of which their names are found in the list after satisfying itself after such enquiry 
as it may consider necessary that each of the candidates is suitable in all respects for appointment. 

(2) The inclusion of name of a candidate in the list published under sub-rule (3) and (7) of Rule (5) shall not confer any right 
of appointment. 

7. Knowledge of Kannada Language.- No candidate shall qualify for the selection to the post of Assistant Engineer and 
Junior Engineer unless he qualifies in a test in Kannada language comprising of one paper carrying maximum of 150 marks and 
secures minimum of 50 marks in the said qualifying test regarding knowledge of Kannada. The standard of this paper shall be that of 
First language Kannada at SSLC level. 

Provided that, the Selection Authority may exempt a candidate from passing the Kannada language test if the candidate has 
passed the SSLC examination or any equivalent examination or any examination higher than SSLC in which Kannada is the main 
language or second language or an optional subject (but not one of the subjects in composite paper) or has passed in Kannada medium 
or he has passed the Kannada language test conducted by the Selection Authority earlier. 

8. Application of other rules.- The Karnataka Civil Services (Classification, Control and Appeal) Rules, 1957, the Karnataka 
Civil Services (Conduct) Rules, 1966 and the Karnataka Civil Services (Probation) Rules, 1977 and all other rules for the time being in 
force regulating the conditions of service of Government servants made or deemed to have been made under the Karnataka State Civil 
Services Act, 1978 (Karnataka Act 14 of 1990) in so far as such rules are not inconsistent with the provisions of these rules shall be 
applicable to the selection made and to the persons appointed under these rules.
